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Secret memo tags 
Oswald as killer

T op FBI officials bad concluded in a 
Secret memorandum only hours after 
Awk Ruby murdered Lee Harvey Os- 
wald that It was "dear that Oswald U 
me man who killed the president "

to FBI Director J Edgar Hoover and in

will then show the background of Os- 
wald. when and where he was born, et 
cetera, and then the story of what hap- 
pened when the president was abot 
and subsequently until Oswald was 
picked up In the theater “ 

Belmont, who it now dead, also 
noted that US Arty Gen Robert 
Kennedy's No 2 man. Nicholas Katzen- 
bach. wanted to publicly release a 
statement aaying, “We are now per- 
suaded that Oswald killed the presi- 
dent. however, the Investigation by the 
Department of Justice and the FBI la 
continuing.” 

RATZENBACWS aide wanted the FBI 
to put out the statement, Belmont s 
memo aaid, but Canha D De Loach, FBI 
assistant director, refused stating the 
FBI was “oppoeed to any statement 
being put out along this line .** 

Belmont also wrote that he had told 
J Gordon Shanklln. special agent in 
charge of the Dallas FBI office, that 
Katzenbacb was sending Assistant US. 
Atty Gen Herbert J Miller to Dallas 
“to speak to the mayor to see if he can 
keep the chief of police (Jesse Curry) 
and Lt (Will) Fritz off television and 
radio ” 

Two days later, on Nov 26. Katzcn- 
bach wrote President Lyndon John- 
son’s aide BUI Moyers that “facts 
should be made public to satisfy the 
people that the facts have been told 
and a statement to that effect be made 
now Tie public should be satisfied 
that Oswald was the assassin and 
speculation about his motive ought to 
be cut off “ 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON on Dec. 6 
(Wgamzed a 9-member commission 
headed by Chief Supreme Court Justice 
Bari Warren to conduct an investiga- 
tion of the assassination to determine 
f who killed Kennedy 
. Three days later, on Dec 9. Katzen- 
jhach wrote the Warren Commission 
recommending that It “immediately 
state that the FBI report (delivered 
..that day) clearly shows Oswald was a 
t loner.**

that conclusion was not made public 
until September of 1964, ID months 
'later » 

Shanklln. the Dallas FBI chief In 
1963 who directed the investigation 
. locally, said he'had not seen the Bel- 
mont memo 

Shanklln, now in private law prac- 
, noted that Katzenbacb was con- 
cerned about Curry and Fritz 
appearing on television and radio “and 
quoting evidence” when at the same 
time he was “talking to os (FBI) to do 


“AS FAR AS I am concerned, I never 
have commented*” Shanklln said “You 
know all during the time If .somebody 
asked me if (Oswald) is guilty or not 
gnllry. that’s none of my business I 
think It’s prejudicial . . 

"When people say this was not a 
complete investigation, that’s the most 
thorough Investigation ever conducted 
in the world We ran out every 
possible lead that you could possibly 
think of and we developed no evidence 
of a conspiracy. That’s as far as you can 
go"
